The City Council this week was worrying about .a scenic high¬ 
way that is scheduled to run through the north section of Sierra 
Madre, but their worries proved unnecessary because: 

1. The project would not require the condemnation of dozens 
of homes at city expense so that the full width of the highway 
could be constructed. 

2. The County Regional Planning Commission isn't prepared to 
force the secondary highway on the city, and it couldn't if It 
wanted to. 

3. Supervisor William A. 

Smith said that it was his un¬ 
derstanding that neither Sierra 
Madre nor Monrovia wanted 
the highway in its proposed 
location and that this .section 
was to have been eliminated— 
and that if it hadn’t been, then 
the Board of Supervisors would 
take action to strike it from the 
Ma.ster Plan of Highways. 

The matter of the highway— 
to be known as Loma Albs 
Parkway—came up again last 
week as the Council read a let¬ 
ter from the City Planning 
Commission asking permission 
to hove the county route the 
highway down the proporr t 
northward projection of Rose¬ 
mead boulevard west of Sierra 
Madre. 

Mayor Milton Steinberger 
said he didn’t "know whether 
I want it or not.” Councilman 
William A. Kinney declared

The current figure of the 
commission takes into consider¬ 
ation the special census of two 
years ago which placed the 
city’s population at 6669. 

The number of dwelling 
units in the city is estimated 
at 2460. This is an increase of 
31 since last July when the es¬ 
timate was 2429. 

The estimated population of 
the entire county is 4,129,592. 
Los. Angeles’ population is set 
at 2,021,236.

The present state planning 
act ( 1945 ) does not give the 
county power over the cities, 
and even though the city sign¬ 
ed the county master plan of 
highways of 1929, this does not 
commit the city to its projects. 

2. On August 26, 1946, the Su¬ 
pervisors amended the high 
way plan, reducing the width 
of the Loma Alta Parkway from 
100 feet to 80 feet west of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

3. The section that would ran 
through Sierra Madre is des¬ 
ignated os "parkway." mean¬ 
ing that streets would not hove 
to conform to the 80-foot stand- 
ord—that the width in the city 
could be varioble.

Fire Marshall Russell Stone 
of Pasadena has been under 
criticism from the citizenry rec¬ 
ently for citing a young gal 
who fought her own fire and 
did not report the davenport 
blaze to firemen. 

He clarified the situation by 
pointing out that fire depart¬ 
ments aren’t opposed to people 
fighting their own fires. But 
they should notify the fire de¬ 
partment first and then squirt 
water. 

It’s a state law, he says. It 
applies, rightly, to hotels, room¬ 
ing houses, apartment houses, 
etc. 

“There have been too many 
fires—major ones-r-resulting in 
heavy property damage and 
even loss of life—all because 
someone spent too much time 
and effort trying to put out a 
fire before notifying the fire 
department,” he said. 

“Remember—a fire can al¬ 
ways get out of control or re¬ 
kindle itself.”

Abandon S.M. 
Rail Service

Mayor Fletcher B o w r o n of 
Los Angeles is running for 
mayor again this spring, and a 
lot of other guys are out to 
beat him; 

The term of office is four 
years and pays $18,000 per an¬ 
num. , 

Now, if you want a Job with 
the City of L. A.—whether it be 
as plumber or filing clerk—you 
have to fill .out long question¬ 
naires as to background and 
education and experience and 
meet requirements that usual¬ 
ly take five paragraphs to enu¬ 
merate. The pay may only be 
$2100 a year. 

But for mayor, here are the 
qualifications: Have $360 to 
plunk down as a filing fee so 
you can get a petition and get 
on the ballot. Have lived In 
Los Angeles two years. Be a 
qualified elector. 

Being a qualified elector is 
the most important. This means 
being a registered voter, i. e., 
be able to sign your own name 
and be able to read the U. S. 
Constitution in the English 
Language. There is no require¬ 
ment that you understand it. 

The same requirements go 
for the other top city jobs ex¬ 
cept that the filing fees are 
less, based on salaries the jobs 
pay. Councllmen, incidentally, 
get $7200 and big shiny cars to 
drive with gas in the tanks and 
license fees paid. 


The Pacific Electric RallwaY 
Company this week asked the 
California Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission for permission to sub¬ 
stitute buses for rail service on 
the Los Angeles-Sierra Madre 
line. 

The Sierra Madre line was 
one of eight which the com¬ 
pany hopes to abandon in fav¬ 
or of buses. Four other lines 
would be abandoned altogether, 
according trf the petition. 

Pacific Electric said it pro¬ 
posed to put eight buses on 
this run with "additional buses 
if and when required to meet 
the needs of the public.’’ 

This would mean that the 
buses, at least during off peak 
hours, would make the run, as 
they do now, to San Marino. At 
that junction passengers would 
transfer to Los Angeles bound 
buses. 

This change-over on the Si¬ 
erra Madre line would result 
in a "net operating loss of 
$2533 annually as against the 
present rail passenger opera¬ 
tion on this line at an annual 
net operating loss of $64,618," 
the petition stated. 

The company said that the 
overall change to bus service 
with the exception of a few 
rail lines which would continue 
in operation, would allow the 
company to show a profit in¬ 
stead of an annual deficit. This 
deficit last year was $2,500,000, 
it was pointed out. 

In addition to the Sierra Mad¬ 
re line, the Pasadena and the 
Glendora .- Monrovia - Arcadia 
rail lines would be abandoned. 

The Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion will hold public hear¬ 
ings on the petition before is¬ 
suing a decision. 

The commission last summer 
allowed the P. E. to substitute 
buses in Sierra Madre durinB 
4.18 off-peak hours.

And the outcome may be on ordinance to prevent indiscrimin¬ 
ate chopping of trees by the utility companies. The Commis¬ 
sion ordered City Attorney T. Guy Comyn to look into the pos¬ 
sibility of such a law. 

The matter came up with the 
request of the Southern Cedi- 
fomia Edison Company to re¬ 
move cm evergreen tree at 625 
East Grandview avenue. 

The tree was termed a hazard 
by the owner of adjacent prop¬ 
erty. And the Edison company 
had pointed out that if the 
wind blew it down the north¬ 
east section of Sierra Madre 
might be without power. 

"Why cem't they save the 
tree by running conduit 
through it?" Commission Sec¬ 
retary Webster Vannier said. 

“They're always cutting down 
and ruining our trees." 

"What with the public utili¬ 
ties omd the elements, we're 
fast being denuded of oil our 
trees," Bayard Bigelow scdcL 
"We'll woke up seme morning 
with nothing but telegraph 
poles to look oL" 

"They make no effort to trim 
trees Intelligently." Mrs. Sal- 
ly OsgoOd said. "Why, one time 
1 tried to get a dty man to let 
me do my own trimming, but 
he went right cdiead and Just 
ruined the tne."

Of all the different mater¬ 
ials used by the miniaturist, 
such as backs of playing cards, 
porcelain, mother of pearl, gold 
and ivory, the last mentioned, 
has been, and is by far the 
most popular, for the surface 
of a planchette of ivory can 
be made smooth as glass, its 
grain readily covered up with 
the opaque water color washes 
and if guarded from damp and 
excessive temperature changes, 
it can be prevented from crack¬ 
ing. A miniature is a delicate 
article. It should be protected 
by glass, put in a suitable 
frame and placed in a cabinet, 
not hung on a wall as the 
effect of sunlight is apt to 
change certain colors. So we 
see that the surface upon which 
a miniature is going to be 
painted must be without blem¬ 
ish, as the fize of the article 
naturally magnifies a hun¬ 
dred fold any flaw in texture 
or handling. 

The value of, a miniature to 
a collector is determined by the 
following factors: The artist, 
its clear coloring, the subject, 
flawless execution and breath- 
, taking loveliness. For the min¬ 
iatures by Holbein of Henry 
the VIII, the fantastic price of 
$250,000 was paid. It is now 
to be found in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum in London. For 
a Cosway, Plimer or Cum¬ 
mings, you may expect to pay 
$500 and up, while the minia¬ 
ture of a gentleman by John 
Ramage (American 176,3-1802), 
brought $60 in 1947. As a min¬ 
iature is a small object and 
the names of the artists who 
make them, would take up con¬ 
siderable room ,they usually 
sign them on the reverse side 
or they initial them, or in many 
cases, don’t sign them at all. 

In the 17th, 18th and 19th 
centuries, miniatures were very 
popular not only as small por¬ 
traits, but in the last days of 
the French court (1780-1790) we 
find exquisite miniatures on 
“carnets de bal” (dance pro¬ 
grams). The usual decoration 
for the case of a “carnet de 
bal” was a setting of gold.enam- 
ei and jewels, into which was 
introduced a miniature scene 
or portrait either in enamel or 
watercolor, painted on ivory, 
in the latter instance always 
with addition of a protecting 
cover of crystal (see “Coronet” 
February 1937). 

'The exquisite pastoral scenes 
by Antoine Watteau (1684-1721) 
on jeweled silk fans, the staves 
of which were usually made 
of carved ivory are miniatures 
of the highest order as are the 
snuff-boxes with miniatures by 
Boucher, Fragonard and others. 
Gold and jeweled watches at 
that time were often decorated 
with miniatures of scenes or 
likenesses of famous beauties 
of the period. 

One use of the miniature as a 
decoration is however not so 
commonly known, as a matter 
of fact the British government 
had to put a stop to its prac¬ 
tice. 

Toward the end of the 18th 
century, it became the prac¬ 
tice, especially in England, by 
the nobility and wealthy gen¬ 
try, to furnish the ntale friend 
and relations with expensive 
rings and the ladies with jew¬ 
el-set lockets upon the death 
of a friend or relative. These 
' trinkets, started as a token of 
remembrance, sweet and in¬ 
expensive, but as the fad pro¬ 
gressed became so elaborate 
and expensive, that in many 
cases it made paupers of the 
ones left behind and it became 
necessary for the government 
to step in and to put a stop 
to it

The work of a miniaturist 
however, differs from that of 
the painters in oil, in as much, 
that miniatures are usually 
executed in watercolor washes, 
by ‘ stippling and hatching 
/ method. Cummings, a great 
miniaturist, writes as follows: 
“If the color is laid on in lines 
in various directions, leaving 
spaces equal to the width of the 
line between each, finally pro¬ 
ducing an evenly lined sur¬ 
face, that method is called 
“hatching.” If, having arrived 
at this point in our operations 
we now place tiny dots of color 
in the interstices of the lines 
until the whole has the ap¬ 
pearance of having been stip¬ 
pled from the beginning that 
method is called “hatching and 
strippling”.” 

Of all the different mater¬ 
ials used by the miniaturist, 
such as backs of playing cards, 
porcelain, mother of pearl, gold 
and ivory, the last mentioned, 
has been, and is by far the 
most popular, for the surface 
of a planchette of ivory can 
be made smooth as glass, its 
grain readily covered up with 
the opaque water color washes 
and if guarded from damp and 
excessive temperature changes, 
it can be prevented from crack¬ 
ing, A miniature is a delicate 
article. It should be protected 
by glass, put in a suitable 
frame and placed in a cabinet, 
not hung on a wall as the 
effect of sunlight is apt to 
change certain colors. So we 
see that the surface upon which 
a miniature is going to be 
painted must be without blem¬ 
ish, as the fize of the article 
naturally magnifies a hun¬ 
dred fold any flaw in texture 
or handling. 

The value of, a miniature to 
a collector is determined by the 
following factors: The artist, 
its clear coloring, the subject, 
flawless execution and breath- 
,, taking loveliness. For the min¬ 
iatures by Holbein of Henry 
the VIH, the fantastic price of 
3250,000 was paid. It is now 
to be found in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum in London. For 
a Cosway, Plimer or Cum¬ 
mings, you may expect to pay 
$500 and up, while the minia¬ 
ture of a gentleman by John 
Ramage (American 1763-1802), 
brought $60 in 1947. As a min¬ 
iature is a small object and 
the names of the artists who 
make them, would take up con¬ 
siderable room .they usually 
sign them on the reverse side 
or they initial them, or in many 
cases, don’t sign them at all. 

In the 17th, 18th and 19th 
centuries, miniatures were very 
popuiar not only as small por¬ 
traits, but in the last days of 
the French court (1780-1790) we 
find exquisite miniatures on 
“carnets de bal” (dance pro¬ 
grams). The usual decoration 
for the case of a “carnet de 
bal” was a setting of goId,enam- 
el and jewels. Into which was 
Introduced a miniature scene 
or portrait either in enamel or 
watercolor, painted on ivory, 
in the latter instance always 
with addition of a protecting 
cover of crystal (see “Coronet” 
February 1937). 

The exquisite pastoral scenes 
by Antoine Watteau (1684-1721) 
on jeweled silk fans, the staves 
of which were usually made 
of carved Ivory are miniatures 
of the highest order as are the 
snuff-boxes with miniatures by 
Boucher, Fragonard and others. 
Gold and jeweled watches at 
that time were often decorated 
with miniatures of scenes or 
likenesses of famous beauties 
of the period. 

One use of the miniature as a 
decoration is however not so 
commonly known, as a matter 
of fact the British government 
had to put a stop to its prac¬ 
tice. 

Toward the end of the 18th 
century, it became the prac¬ 
tice, especially in England, by 
the nobility and wealthy gen¬ 
try, to furnish the male friend 
and relations with expensive 
rings and the ladies with jew¬ 
el-set lockets upon the death 
of a friend or relative. These 
' trinkets, started as a token of 
remembrance, sweet and in¬ 
expensive, but as the fad pro¬ 
gressed became so elaborate 
and expensive, that in many 
cases it made paupers of the 
ones left behind and it became 
necessary for the government 
to step in and to put a stop 
to it

"In my opinion the Council 
has no authority to make any 
payments by way of aid to the 
Red Cross or any other organi¬ 
zation.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE

DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Section 2 of 
Ordinance No. 250 of the City 
of Sierra Madre. entitled, “An 
Ordinance reg u 1 a t i n g street 
work by private contract with¬ 
in the City of Sierra Madre, and 
fixing a penalty for the vio¬ 
lation thereof”, adopted Feb¬ 
ruary 2, 1921, be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as 
follows:
